S.O. 284(E).—A Joint Machinery (JM) consisting of Members from Government and 
Voluntary Organizations known for their commitment to social development was 
set up vide notification No. DL-33004/94 dated 9 th September 1994 to 
operationalize an Action Plan for collaborative relationship between the 
Government and the Voluntary Organizations. In the third meeting of the JM held 
on 7 th March 2002, it was decided to reconstitute the JM. Later, in the All India 
Conference on the Role of Voluntary Sector in National Development held on 20th 
April 2002, which was addressed by Hon’ble Prime Minister and attended by 

several CMs, Union Ministers and the Ministers of State Governments as well as

the officers of the concerned Departments / Ministries and States / UTs and 
representatives of about 150 VOs, a consensus emerged on the measures to be 
taken towards strengthening and promotion of voluntary sector, with a view to 
involving the voluntary sector as partner in the national development efforts. 
Keeping in view the recommendations of the Steering Committee on Voluntary 
Sector for the Tenth Plan set up by the Planning Commission, the aforesaid third 
meeting of the Joint Machinery and the All India Conference, the terms of 
reference of the JM have been clarified and expanded.

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2. The Terms of Reference of the Joint Machinery are indicated below: 

i. To identify successful models of intervention by voluntary organizations for 
appropriate dissemination and application. 

ii. To examine and suggest policy prescriptions to create an enabling 
environment to strengthen the voluntary sector. 

ill To suggest measures to develop core competencies and professionalism in the 
voluntary sector and to bring about empowerment of people - socio-economic 
as well as technological. 

iv. To suggest measures to intensify activities towards alleviation of poverty, 
including generation of employment and removal of special constraints faced 
by the disadvantaged sections of the society and the people living in remote 
and inaccessible areas. 

v. To recommend measures to promote transparency & accountability in the 

*. functioning of the voluntary sector. 

vi. To propose w$ys & means for achieving synergy in the development activities 
of voluntary organizations, local-self governing institutions, corporate sector 
and the government in order to reach the goals of sustainable and integrated 
development. 

3. The Joint Machinery would meet as often as is necessary. 

4. The term of the members representing voluntary sector shall be for a period 
of two vears. 

5. All expenses in relation to holding meetings of the Joint Machinery and 
operations incidental thereto would be met by the Planning Commission. 

The meetings of the Joint Machinery would also be serviced by the 
Planning Commission. 

6. Representatives of the voluntary organisations shall be entitled to TA / DA 
at oar with the highest Grade ‘A’ officers of the Government of India.
